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TEXAS MOB ROASTS 
A COLORED FIEND 


HORRIBLE 
CRIME 
W AS 
QUICKLY AVENGED. 


Teary Hillard, who Had Criminally 
Assaulted and Murdered the Young 
Wife of a Farmer, Suffers For His 
Offense at Tyler, Texas—He Had 
Confessed His Guilt. 


D E N O U N C E D MOB VIOLENCE. 


Kilgore, Texas, Oct. 30.—Two trage­ 
dies, which lack no element of lurid, 
gory horror, have convulsed the people 
of the neighborhood. The foulest of­ 
fense that could be committed against 
womanhood has been avenged by an 
outraged community that has not hesi­ 
tated to punish one crime by commit­ 
ting another in retaliation. The hor­ 
ribly mutilated corpse of Mrs. Bell lies 
at her home. 
In the center of the pub­ 
lic square of Tyler, near here, a heap of 
ashes and calcined bones marks the 
place where Henry Hilliard, a negro, 
was tied, where his screams of agony 
were smothered with smoke, and where, 
his life having been 
taken 
by 
the 
flames, his body was incinerated before 
th e gaze of 7,000 pairs of vengeful eyes. 
Mrs. Bell, who had been visiting her 
mother, a short distance from home, 
was on her return Monday evening, 
And was met by the negro. W hat oc­ 
curred was later told by the negro him­ 
self and by the evidence given by the 
dead body of the lady. 
The ground 
showed that she had struggled for her 
honor, and the condition of the body 
told of a cruelty that has only been 
equaled by “Jack, the Ripper.” 
A posse was quickly organized, led by 
Deputy Smith of Tyler. W ith lanterns 
In hand and aided by a hound, the posse 
tracked the negro to within four miles 
of this place, and found 
him, a t 4 
o’clock in the morning, fast asleep in a 
cotton pen. 
The negro 
offered 
no 
resistance. 
Soon after the officers had him hand­ 
cuffed, a mob of some 200 men, heavily 
armed, arrived on the scene and de­ 
manded the immediate surrender of the 
prisoner, which was 
readily 
given 
The mob then left for the scene of the 
murder, where they arrived in the af­ 
ternoon at 3 o’clock. 
The crowd continued to gather at the 
scene of the horrible crime until near­ 
ly two thousand citizens of Tyler and 
vicinity were there. A few moments 
before the fiend was taken to the place 
a meeting was held and a committee 
was appointed to investigate his iden­ 
tity. Witnesses were summoned and 
closely interrogated. The result was 
a thorough investigation. 
In a few 
moments an officer approached from 
over the hill, followed by 300 armed 
men. W hen near the scene the officers 
were overpowered and disarmed, anc 
the negro was taken before the com 
mittee. He made a full confession. 
After his confession a vote was tak­ 
en as to the mode of punishment. It 
was unanimously agreed to burn bim, 
and it was agreed that he should suffer 
the penalty in the public square. The 
line of march was taken up toward Ty­ 
ler, and at 4 o’clock the head of the line 
entered the main plaza, where no less 
than 7,000 people were assembled. 
Large crowds of ladies and children 
were congregated on the awnings sur­ 
rounding the public plaza. 
Wagons, 
carriages, trees, and buildings were 
converted into grand stands and were 
thronged at 4:30 o'clock. 
A scaffold was erected in the center 
of the square. 
Wagons laden with 
kindling wood, coal oil and straw were 
driven to the scene and the funeral 
pyre was placed in position. The ne­ 
gro was then given an opportunity to 
speak, but his words were inaudible, 
but when he offered up his last prayer 
his words could be heard for several 
blocks. 
He was then lashed to the 
iron rail that extended through the 
pyre. 
Mr. Bell, the husband of the mur­ 
dered woman, applied the match and 
the flames shot upward, enveloping the 
negro in sheets of fire. He begged for 
mercy. 
It was decided to burn him at once, 
and as fast as the wood thrown around 
him was consumed it was quickly re­ 
plenished. From the time the match 
was applied until he was incinerated 
was exactly fifty minutes. 
The International and Great North­ 
ern south-bound train was crowded 
with people from the towns north. 
Hundreds of negroes witnessed the ex­ 
ecution and representative negroes, it 
is said, expressed their indorsement of 
the punishm ent 
The officers were 
powerless, and the sheriff wired the 
governor, but his message was too late 
All business houses and factories closed 
and the big Cotton Belt shops were de 
serted. 


Strong Words Used by a Minister at the 
Funeral of Christian Matz. 
Tiffin, O., Oct. 30.—The visible effects 
of the attack on the county jail Sunday 
morning are fast being effaced. Of the 
troops protecting the buildings only 
the local companies remain, the com­ 
panies from Clyde and Kenton having 
been ordered home. 
The funerals of 
the men killed by the sheriff’s guard 
occurred yesterday, but no excitement 
ensued. The obsequies 
of Christian 
Matz were held in the German Luther­ 
an church at IO o’clock and were very 
largely attended. 
The 
sermon 
was 
preached by Rev. C. F. Fleck, who eulo­ 
gized the young man prior to his par­ 
ticipation in the riot Sunday morning, 
which action he condemned in unmis­ 
takable language. 
He told w hat a 
curse mob law is and what would be 
the effect on the country were it to be 
tolerated. 
Unless something unforeseen hap­ 
pens tonight the remaining troops will 
ie withdrawn today. 
The state will 
have to stand an expense of $3,000 on 
account of the service of the military. 
The special grand jury 
appointed to 
consider the case of Lee Martin, alias 
Miller, the 
murderer 
of 
Marshal 
Schultz, and the cause of the outbreak, 
convened yesterday, and after a few 
hours’ deliberation found an indictment 
of murder in the first degree. The jury 
was charged by Judge Melhorn to pass 
upon the case of the rioters, and it ad­ 
journed to Nov. 7 for that purpose.

His Counsel are Readmitted to the 
Case at His Request as he Could 
Not Attend so it Himself-—The Ev­ 
idence Taken 
Yesterday 
Proved 
His Intimacy With Pitzel. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Oct. 30.—H. H. 
Holmes dismissed his counsel Monday 
and began to try his own case because 
the court refused to grant the plea made 
by them for a continuance. 
They left 
the court in spite of Judge Arnold’s 
threat to disbar them. 
Last right, 
after fighting single-handed against the 
j tremendous machinery of the common­ 
wealth and the apparently complete 
chain of evidence 
which 
has 
been 
forged around him, he sent for his law­ 
yers, Messrs. Shoemaker and Rotan. 
Then he told the court what he had 
done, and a reluctant consent to their 
continuing with the defense was given. 
The big work of the trial—taking tes­ 
timony—was begun yesterday morning 
at IO o’clock, and with the exception 
of brief intermissions at lunch and sup­ 
per time was continued until nearly 9 
o’clock at night. It had been the inten­ 
tion of the court to sit until IO, but the 
absence of a witness hindered this, and 
an adjournment was taken. 
The star 
witnesses of the trial—Mrs. Pitzel, De­ 
tective Geyer, Agent Perry of the swin­ 
dled insurance company, and the pris­ 
oner himself—yet remain to be heard, 
as also nearly two score 
of 
others. 
Holmes made a plea asking the court 
to hold but two sessions a day. 
In 
plaintive tones he said that his physical 
condition was such that he felt unable 
to continue his cross-examination 
of 
the witnesses, and, besides, he was sub­ 
ject to sick headaches. 
Judge Arnold 
insisted, however, on holding an extra 
session last night, at least, and said 
next day could be attended to when it 
came. 
Jeanette Pitzel (“Dessa”), the 
daughter of the dead man, was the first 
witness called. She was called merely 
to identify several large crayons of her 
father. 
Eugene Smith, who found Pit- 
zel’s body in the Callowhill street house 
on Sept. 4, 1894, then told a detailed 
story of his discovery. 
The witness 
drew a packet of 
papers 
from 
his 
pocket, but Holmes objected to his re­ 
ferring to them unless they were in his 
own hand-writing. 
Smith admitted 
that the papers had been “prepared,** 
and the court sustained the objection. 
Holmes’ intimacy with Pitzel was thor­ 
oughly proved by this witness. 
John 
F. Hughes, furniture salesman, had sold 
a bill of goods to Pitzel Aug. 17, 1894. 
Holmes accompanied him. The furni­ 
ture was sent to 1316 Callowhill street, 
W alter W. Shedaker, real estate agent, 
rented the house to Pitzel on Aug. 18, 
1894. 
An adjournment was taken at 
8:50 until IO a. rn. to-day.

Large Increase in Mortgages. 
Ottawa, Ont., Oct. 30.—The annual re­ 
port of Canada’s financial department 
for the year 1894, just issued, shows a 
great increase in the quantity of real 
estate mortgaged and in total loans. 
The value of the real estate mortgaged 
is $115,800,000, compared with $110,916,- 
000 in 1893, an increase of nearly $5,000,- 
000. 
Total loans in 1894 are $121,600,- 
000, as against $115,346,000 in 1893, an 
increase of over $6,000,000. These fig­ 
ures show that never in its history has 
Canadian land been so heavily mort­ 
gaged. 
Since 1878 the increase in to­ 
tal loans has been over 350 per cent. 


Big Clothing House Falls.

Sultzbaeh, an extensive dealer in cloth­ 
ing, made an assignment yesterday to 
Simon Bacarach, of the clothing manu­ 
facturing firm of A. Bacarach & Co.

YE BO WEIHE GHOST. 


More than two centuries agone, when 
Did Petrus Stuyvesant and his silver 
banded wooden leg ruled tho destinies 
af New Amsterdam, there was a well 
known place of refreshment in that co­ 
lonial town known by the worthy burgh­ 
ers as the Wursthaus. It stood upon the 
asst side of the Old Post or Bowerie 
road, not far from the present point of 
Junction with Division street.

Hans von Schneist—well known and 
patronized by the townsmen and their 
families. 
But a change came o’er the smiling 
features and jocund laugh of the host of 
the Wursthaus when his only son was 
proclaimed an outlaw.

had resulted in the decree. Young Hans 
had received timely warning, however, 
and was supposed to have reached the 
Swedish colony in safety. 
Several months passed away, and one 
evening young Jacob Twiller related the 
following weird adventure to the won­ 
dering crowd gathered around the cen­ 
tral table in the Wursthaus garden:
